two nations immediately concerned 
in .the quarrel and the attitude of the 
German and Russian emperors was 
closely watched, owing to their near 
relations to the countries engaged. 


Premier Asquith referred to the 


international situation in the house 
of commons but all the information 
that he was- able to impart was con- 
tained in a few words. 


"The situation at this moment," 


he said, '"is one of excitement and 
gravity, and I can only truthfully say 
that the British government - is not 
relaxing' its efforts, to .do. everything 
in its .power to circumscribe the area 
of conflict.

It 
scarcely ever happened that any one 
was drowded. -

The incident in w hich Mr Beasley 
is concerned was one of the most

Secretary of 
the Navy- 


Daniels 
Besides the Medal of Honor 


thev were awarded SI00 as a gratu- 
ity. The medal was to ha\e been pin- 
ned on the joung men by President 
Wilson at the White House in Wash- 
ington, but Mr Bearley was so anxi-" 
ous to get home that he did not wait 
for the ceremonv at Washington The

provided for in towns and cities but 
on farms and an small towns where 
there is no sewage sjstem or direct 
control, personal attention ,to such 
disposition is necessarj. 
The ,most 


effective disposition of stable litter, 
providing against fly breeding and 
and retaining the fertilizing value, is 
to spread it at once upon the fields, 
where it may soon dry otvE 
If it 


is "necessary that it accumulate for 
any length of time, it 
should 
be 


stored in tight recepticales and eith- 
er treated with substances that w 
Till 


destroy the flies or should be covered 
or screened so as to exclude them."
